She said he told her 
that the older youths had knocked 
him to the ground and held him 
there while one poured a liquid on 
his head and another touched a match 
to it. Then all ran away. 

She said John told her the Negro 
youths had ordered him from the 
small park in front of the Capitol in 
downtown Albany, but he had re- 
fused to leave.

MONOPOLIZED PARK 

Mrs. Somma, mother of seven, said 
her children had complained previ- 
ously that older boys had driven 
neighborhood children from the park. 

Police said four or five Negro boys, 
believed between 14 and 15 years 
old, were involved in the attack. 

They launched an intensive search 
for the unidentified youths. 

The type of liquid thrown on the 
boy was not determined immediately. 

The hospital said it might have 
been gasoline. However, police said 
a tank of flammable chemical being 
used to pigeon-proof the buildin 
was stored near the Capitol steps anc 
speculated that this might have been 
used.

Urges South To Wield Voting 
Strength As ‘Pressure Group’ 


Addressing a cheering crowd of 3,000 Mississippians at Jack- 
son on October ~3, Congressman John Bell Williams candidly 
urged Southerners to make a “pressure group” of themselves as 
a strategic weapon against compulsory integration. 

Rep. Williams said, “The South must dip into new reserves 
of courage yet unused and band itself together to assert its politi- 
cal power to preserve ourselves and the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

Speaking <o a capacity audience at Jackson’s municipal audi- 
torium, the dynamic young Mississippi member of Congress 
urged all Citizens’ Council organizations and members to “stand 
united and determined” in this hour of grave challenge. 

Rep. Williams declared, “We” ’

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Speaking Of Extremists 


What integration really means to the integrationists is illustrated quite 
clearly in an editorial appearing in a Philadelphia paper following an ex- 
tremely close vote of 122 to 110 by Swarthmore, Pa., parents to invite Ne- 
gro teenagers to privately sponsored dancing classes at the school. The 
move to invite the Negroes has caused a split in the community that has 
widened over several years, while a group of white integration-minded 
parents has pressed the issue. 

The editorial states, “In voting to admit Negro students to privately 
sponsored dancing classes Swarthmore parents launched an experiment 
in modern living. The step was not taken without misgivings. But it 
reflects the progressive needs of a changing social attitude.” 

The editorial continues: 

“It was also logical. When Negroes participate in school sports and 
plays there seems little reason for excluding them from dancing classes. 

“Negroes and whites are due to learn how to live together. It certainly 
cannot be done on the basis of segregation. A responsibility rests on the 
moderates of both races to see that gradual steps in the direction of equality 
of treatment are justified by their results.” 

Note the identification of mixed dancing with “modern living” and 
“the progressive needs of a changing social attitude”. The implication 
is, of course, that any teenager who does not dance with Negroes is not 
in tune with modern living, and is a hopeless anti-social reactionary. 

We will concede that the editorial is logical on one point. When 
Negroes are integrated in school, there is little reason for excluding them 
from dancing. That illustrates exactly the point established so forcefully 
throughout the Southern states for school segregation. The Philadelphia 
editorial makes our case. 

If this piece represents the “moderate” approach, the “extremist” 
proach to integration would hardly stand putting in decent print.

Dealers Can Stop It 


Some months ago THE CITIZENS’ COUNCIL reported in detail the 
expenditure of vast sums by the Ford Foundation’s Fund for the Republic 
to promote racial integration in the United States. 

The pattern of psychological warfare against racial integrity by the 
controversial Fund now appears to assume international proportions. 

The Cape Town SOUTH AFRICAN OBSERVER reports in July 
as follows: 

“The Ford Foundation, which derives its funds from the sale of Ford 
products, made a grant of $120,000 to the South African Institute of Race 
Relations which is devoted to integration of the races in South Africa. 
Ford Foundation grants to the South African Bureau of Racial Affairs 
which is devoted to the principle of racial integrity, NIL.” 

Certainly it is reasonable to assume that such activities by the Ford 
Foundation do not represent the views of dealers in Ford products. These 
activities most emphatically do not represent the views of Ford’s southern 
dealers. Yet, unfortunately, many of these dealers have been injured fi- 
nancially, through no fault of their own, by adverse public reaction to 
integration policies of the Ford Funds. 

The Ford Motor Company is dependent upon its splendid dealer or- 
ganization for its position in a highly competitive market. Corrective ac- 
tion by the Ford dealers could put an effective stop to these non-com- 
mercial adventures into the field of race relations which are so deeply 
resented by increasing numbers of American citizens. 


The Truth Will Out 


Last summer we commented on news reports of a poll at the Univer- 
sity of Florida reporting that 4 out of 5 faculty members favored integration. 

Since that time, it has come to our attention through direct sources 
that the above-mentioned poll was a deliberately misleading hoax. 





From an unimpeachable source we learn that a majority of the faculty 
at the University of Florida is opposed to mixed schools. The published 
report that the faculty had voted for “integration” was a resolution put 
through when there was a small attendance, and those strongly favoring 
integration were in a temporary majority. Two previous resolutions had 
failed by large margins. 

So goes the hypocrisy of the thing!

There are now sixteen Negroes at- 
tending school with white children in 
Tennessee’s public school system. Of 
ese, seven are in Clinton High 
School and the remaining nine are 
enrolled in the first grade of Nash- 
ville’s elementary schools. They are 
there as a result of “force” exercised 
by the federal judiciary. It is signifi- 
cant that Tennessee’s only two inte- 
nae school comunities are under 
deral injunctions. If the people of 
Nashville and Clinton were permitted 
to vote on the issue, they would vote 
in favor of separate schools by at least 
a ninety-five per cent majority 
In the Nashville case, Federal Dis- 
trict Judge William E. Miller issued 
a temporary injunction on September 
16 forbidding ten individuals by name 
and others acting in concert with 
them from interfering with Nashville 
school desegregation. Sims Crown- 
over and Thomas P. Gore, members 
of the legal staff of the Tennessee 
Federation for Constitutional Govern- 
ment, made a strong fight to prevent 
issuance of the injunction. They con- 
tended that provision of the injunc- 
tion prohibiting picketing, boycotting 
and congregating of crowds at schools 
—— not be included in the injunc-

Williams called the Little Rock 
situation “the most serious matter 
since South Carolina, Mississippi and 
our other sister states seceded from 
the Union in 1861. 

“Little Rock will determine wheth- 
er the sovereignty of the states as 
guaranteed by the Constitution shall 
prevail or whether an ‘all-powerful 
central government shall rise on the 
banks of the Potomac,” Williams 
added. 


He said if Little Rock had a stron 
Citizens Council “Central High woul 
be segregated tonight and there 
would be no troops around it. . . .” 
Ellis Wright, Citizens Council pres- 
ident, said, “We haven't seen a crowd 
like this since the days of our States 
Rights meetings, and it goes without 
saying we believe in those rights to- 
ay.

READINESS URGED 


Wright urged Council members to 

ready for any emergency that 
might arise. We are determined to 
maintain our way of life and the 
Southern tradition handed down to 
us.” The audience almost drowned 
out his ‘last words as they burst into 
applause. 


Marvin Collum, president of the 
Jackson-Hinds Bank and treasurer of 
the Jackson Citizens Council reported 
on the activities of the Council’s 
“nerve center” operated by W. J. 
Simmons and his staff.

Collum said “confusion has inten- 
tionally been thrust in the midst of 
our good colored friends by mixmas- 
ters from outside the state,” but 
Collum and Williams agreed that Mis- 
sissippi Negroes have not been duped 
by the NAACP. 


Fred Beard, another Council of- 
ficial, said in speaking on member- 
ship that “Jackson citizens must not 
wait till next month, or next year, 
or until the soldiers come. They 
must get off the fence now and de- 
cide which side they're on. It'll be 
too late to wait till the enemies are 
on our front door steps to decide 
what to do.”

the world that Little Rock was ready 
for the hammer. Everything was care- 
fully arranged. It was a beautifully 
coordinated inside job. 


Only something happened! 


What happened at Little Rock is 
too fresh in the national mind to re- 
quire discussion here. The impor- 
tant thing is that the entire situation 
was brought on the community from 
within. 


“INSIDE JOB” 


Compulsory integration at Little 
Rock’s Central High School was not 
engineered by NAACP officials alone 
or by outside action of any kind. It 
was an inside job, part of a deliberate, « 
voluntary mixing program devised by 
key Little Rock leaders themselves. 


It is this very sort of treachery that 
determined Southerners in other com- 
munities must continually and My 
lantly guard against if victory is to 
achieved. Only by complete mobiliza- 
tion, teamwork and mutual coordina- 
tion can public opinion be maintained 
and integration prevented. 


We have seen the disastrous effect 
of an inside job, directly flouting 
public opinion and established custom 
at Little Rock. It is now our solemn 
responsibility to see that it does not 
happen elsewhere in the future. 

Strong, well organized and ade- 
quately fina Citizens’ Councils 
can and will hold the line by peace- 
ful and lawful means. 











THE CITIZENS’ COUNCIL 
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trol, expressed both in the Declara- 
tion and the Constitution, is another 
one privilege which the country has 
pare as ens not as yet to a foreign 
foe, but certainly to a Federal Gov- 
ernment that is foreign to what the 
Framers had in mind. The other 
Federalist Author, James Madison, 
wrote in Number Fourteen: 

“In the first place it must be re- 
membered that the general (Federal) 
government is not to be charged with 
the whole power of making and ad- 
ministering laws. Its jurisdiction is 
limited to certain enumerated objects. 
. . . The subordinate (State) govern- 
ments will retain their due 
authority and_ activity.” 

But the surrender today is so com- 
plete that the States are now paying 
tribute into the Federal Treasury, 
almost as if it were a foreign set of 
coffers. State Governors come as 
petitioners to the seat of the central 
power, begging for schools, charity, 
roads an ical care, the very 
things that should emanate locally and 
be ruled by local sovereignty. Control 
of the remote bureaucracy of 2.5 
million Federal workers has become, 
in effect at least and growingly in 
kind, much the same sort of abuses 
against which the embattled fore- 
fathers took up arms. 


THE THIRD liberation which the 
Declaration of Independence wrought 
—and which we have since surrender- 
ed—must be considered most import- 
ant of all. A running revolt against 
State-controlled thinking, then as 
now, is the very essence of spiritual 
liberty. Why so? Because ideas are 
what rule the world. And ideas, by 
their very nature, must be free. The 
18th Century had a whole menagerie 
of once-free ideas which had become 
tamed and jailed. The axiom that the 
strong must lead the weak had been 
perverted into the Divine Right of 
Kings. The sweet, meek voice of Jesus 
had been boomed up into the authori- 
tarianism of the Established Church. 
The tremendous, untrammled _intel- 
lectual outburst which was called the 
Renaissance and which saw the 
foundation of the New World in the 
15th and 16th Centuries had become 
harnessed and ordered into what 
social historians named the Age of 
Reason. 

These examples suggest some of the 
abstract enslavements against which 
the Revolution of "76 was made. The 
tamed and trained ideas of Europe 
became liberated in America. We 
found ourselves world-famed for our 
fearlessness among wild notions which 
sometimes scampered across the fertile 
brains of free-thinkers like Jefferson 
and which later appeared with no 
harm to anybody around Brook Farm 
and the highbrow circles of Emerson. 
Freedom to think was never danger- 
ous to America. The peril that beset 
her from the 1930’s onward was a 
new form of State-control over the 
realms of thought. 


THIS WAS A glacier-like process, 
slow, invisible but implacable an 
complete. The imprisonment of ideag 
is inherent with the growth of Big 
Government. Much injustice is often 
done Jefferson by superficial writers 
who have attempted to “t him 
in history as an “aetheist” and a 
State’s rightist. He was against any 
State-established Church because he 
knew that any such thing would put 
a crusher on the delicate, spiritual 
affirmation that is “religion” to most 


of us. And although Jefferson was 
certainly for States Rights, he was 
mainly for Small Government. Big 
Government—the prison-house of the 
spirit and the wind oaee not, as many 
feared, immure our free-born re- 
ligions. Instead, it surrounded and 
incorporated our freedom to think. 
It makes the free ideas which you are 
reading in the New Federalist seem 
startling and almost heretical. 

If it were otherwise, we would not 
be fooled as we are every election 
year, by the flimsy pretense of havin 
a choice of two political parties an 
philosophies. Even between elections, 

e party in power will periodically 
pay token-tribute to the conscience of 
our free people. This is done by 
making straight-faced announcements 
about cutting the size of Government 
by thousand-dollar economies in a 
multi-billion dollar budget. The ges- 
ture is made from time to time of 
abolishing something like the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation which 
is quietly re-established as the Small 
Business Administration; or by chang- 
ing the name of our share-the-wealth 
agencies from Lend-Lease, to Euro- 
pean Corporation Administration to 
Mutual Security Administration to 
Foreign Aid Operations Administra- 
tion to International Corporation Ad- 
ministration. Sometimes the gesture 
against Bigness is directed away from 
the prodigious Federal Government 
to some puny-by-comparison business 
firm like General Motors or United 
States Steel. 


OF COURSE a people with a 
mao supple apparatus for thinking 
would not be bamboozled by this 
flimflam. A people, free in the inter- 
play of their ideas, would hoot such 
chicanery off the public stage. A 
people such as we had here in 1776 
might go even further. They might 

rceive that a sure-enough liberation 
rom State-controlled thinking would 
require nothing less than a Declara- 
tion of Independence from Big Gov- 
ernment. 

Each of these three retreats from 
freedom will get special treatment in 
later New Federalist Papers. But let 
them first be veiwed in their com- 
posite enormity—such is the size of 
our problem. 


Union Inks Pact

The United Auto Workers Union 
and the National Urban League have 
signed a pact pledging mutual assist- 
ance in the drive to accomplish racial 
integration in employment. 

Walter P. Reuther, U.A.W. presi- 
dent and a director of the N.A.A.C.P., 
said the agreement is the first of its 
kind in writing. He said it will pro- 
vide an “important tool” in eliminat- 
ing segregation in employment. 

The Urban League has headquart- 
ers in New York and has 63 affiliates 
across the nation. Its major aims are 
integration of the races in housing and 
industry.

A winner of the Navy Cross in 
World War II, an ex-Marine and vet- 
eran of Guadalcanal, Bougainville and 
Iwo Jima, halted this writer on the 
street recently to ask: 

“What is going to become of vet- 
erans who need hospitalization and 
who hate integration?” 

We paused a little astonished while 
our winner of the highest award for 
courage in battle awarded by the 
U. S. Navy related to us a recent hap- 
pening. 

“I have a service - connected dis- 
ability,” he said. “I went out to the 
Jackson (Miss.) VA Hospital. They 
placed me in a ward with four white 
men and 19 Negroes. 

“Not a one of these Negroes ever 
saw a battle, I learned, yet they hog- 


ged the bathrooms while I had to 
wait. I got disgusted and checked 
out. 


PAID OWN BILL 

“I don’t have a hospitalization poli- 
cy, but I went to St. Dominic’s Hospi- 
tal and had the operation performed. 
It cost me a total of $339 that I could 
ill afford to pay,” our veteran inform- 
ant declared. 

Then, he pulled from his pocket a 
newly toot Citizens’ Council mem- 
bership card. 

“I am ashamed I didn’t join the 
Council sooner,” he said. “Now, I 
am a member and I'll take any kind 
of task that the Council needs me 
to do. What is becoming of our 
country, anyway?” 

This writer is not mentioning the 
name of the ex-Marine. But we know 
him mighty well. In fact, we had a 
part in issuing him several bronze bat- 
tle stars after he returned from the 
war wearing the Navy Cross, second 
only to the Congressional Medal of 
Honor. He is one of the few Ma- 
rines who didn’t get the Navy Cross 
posthumously.

FORT BRAGG, N. C.—The ‘cannon 
fodder’ for future U. S. wars will be 
the white privates because Negroes 
are fast taking over the non-com- 
missioned officers jobs of the Regular 
Army. 

This observation is manifestly evi- 
denced and solidly confirmed after 
looking over this giant military instal- 
lation while on a two-week active 
duty training tour. 

Negroes have infiltrated the choice 
spots in most all of the permanent 
organizations here except the famed 
anette 82nd Airborne Infantry 
Division. 

Negro non - commissioned officers 
live with the wives and yardfulls of 
children right in the same multiple- 
unit government housing projects here 
at Fort Bragg. 

Wives wash their clothes and hang 
them on the same line alongside the 
tablecloths and underwear of many 
white regular army families. Chil- 
dren of the black race frolic on the 
same swimming 1 and playground 
equipment as white children. 

Because of this pressure to com- 
pletely integrate the enlisted ranks of 
the army, most white Southern men 
are giving up the ghost and getting 
out of the army in spite of efforts 
“to stick it out until retirement.”
